contaminated by unexploded ordinance. 


To facilitate access and blocking up BLM multiple use 


areas, the Department of Fish and Game continues to 


urge BLM and State Lands Commission to make exchanges. 


Neither BLM nor Division of State Lands has manpower or 
funds to carry out an extensive program at this time. 


However, the State Lands Commission has declared a two-

BLM, in cooperation with BOR and the Department of Parks and 
Recreation, of the State of California, completed a report in 
Boneners! densify! 99.23. °° ene -nPRPconl mately. 27°, 090 sores, 
having, value for recreation development ._ Transfer of 17 of these 
areas, approximately 23,252 acres, by sale or lease under the 


RPP Act is possible... 


The remaining 8 areas involve further consideration of program 
and policy of the State and Federal governments and require 
development of .special legislation because the acreages are not 


within the_ limitations of the R&PP Act. 


Pending Redwood Park proposals, if enacted, will have a substantial 
impact on BLM programs. Cadastral surveys, land classif ication 
and examination activities will require a substantial change in 


the Bureau's. program for 1968, 1969 and 1970. 


To properly accommodate the Bureau's participation in programs of 


the Department Involving Point Reyes, Whiskeytown-Shasta-Trinity 
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Recreation Area, and the proposed Redwood National Park, 
adequate manpower ceiling and dollars to BLM are essential. 
The Department's mission under the above acquisitions cannot 
be implemented under existing BLM allocations and program 


priorities. 


The proposed Indian Creek Reservoir wil} be the terminus of 
an export line which will transport treated effluent from the 
south end of Lake Tahoe, The BLM administers a part of the | 
federal land over which the export line will pass plus all the 
land containing and surrounding the proposed Indian Creek 
Reservoir. Secretary Udall has corresponded with ex-Governor 


Brown and Governor Reagan on this matter. 


The current status of the project is: 

1. The BLM is processing a right-of-way application for 
the pipeline and the proposed reservoir to the South 
Tahoe Public Utility District. 

2. The S.T.P.U.D. is in the process of beginning a 
recreation feasibility study. BLM will meet with 
Clair Hill & Assoclates (contractor retained by 
S.T.P.U.D0. to make the recreation feasibility study) 


to discuss recreation needs at the proposed reservoir. 
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Because the South tahoe Public Utility District says they are ©” 
short of funds for the total project, they will ‘apply Inthe 

near future for « $400, 000 Recreation Grant from the State of 
California. They intend to use these funds to defray some of 
their costs In the construction of the fadian Créek' Dam.” The 
State of Callfornta will require a signed contract from 
$.T.P.U.D. for the construction of recreation Facilities at 

thd penerenit to qualify forthe grant. The State does nc care 
who builds them--just so a recreation Fael lity 18 developed to 


handle an estimated pre-determined amount’ of public Use.

If the &M decides to accept this proposal, then monies will be 
needed to meet the requirements set by the State of California 
for recreation facilities. This will take from desert recreation 


demands. 


' MINERALS AND GEOTHERMAL STEAM 
Multiple use classification requires careful evaluation of mineral 


values to assure a minimum of conflict with existing or future 
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development of mineral resources. Classification and land with- 


drawals that preclude mineral activity are of major concern to 


the Division of Mines. 


Over 800, 000 acres in California are now included in the pro- 

posed cnithimed Steam withdrawal of public lands. The State 
Division. of Mines and others have criticized the Bureau and the 
Department of taking auth action because of the impact on 

mining locations. The amendment on March 2h, setting out specific 
descriptions of the 800,000 acres, has helped to clarify the problem. 
The State of California's "Senate Permanent Fact Finding Com- 
mittee on Natural Resources, in its 1967 conent on Geothermal 
Resources, concludes that it is mandatory that both State and 
Federal Said ohatitaie be enacted in order to open public land for 


geothermal resource development. 


As to federal lands, there can be no geothermal exploitation 
at the present tim since this resource is not defined by 


federal law. 


Existing state law limits the area to 160 acres and the royalty 
provisions established by the State Lands Commission has been 
criticized as discouraging private investment. Early action 


on federal legislation would help clear the air on this matter. 
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Mineral activities on the Continental Shelf off the coast of 
Cal fornia is an exceedingly complex matter. Although BLM 
has an opérational office at Los Angeles that handles these 
matters, the activity Is not a part of the State Office 


operation. 


These programs are operated and directed by several levels so 
that several segments must be contacted to get the complete 


picture, © 


The State Lands Commission administers the tide fands out to 
three miles and there are areas where state and federal 
boundariés ‘are in dispute. This fs a primary cadastral problem 
handled at the Washington level. 


The Santa Barbara Channel area of southern Calffornia illustrates 
a turrent problem with the Santa Barbara Board of Supervisors 
and the Department of the Interior. Residents of the area are 
concerned that development of petroleum reserves in the 
federal portion of the OCS will ruin the natural beauty of the 


coast line. 


The State Lands Commission at this time feels this Is a basic 
problem between the Department and the county offictals. This 
matter Is presently being handled by Assistant Secretary J. 
Cordell Moore's office and Under Secretary Charles F. Luce's 


office. 
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RESOURCE MANAGEMENT 
Fire Protection Contracts 
California Division of Forestry has a contract with BLM 
covering protection of about 1,983,139 acres, at a total 
payment of $497,003.13, based on 31.5 cents per acre for 
Clarke-McNary Zone § lands and 12.8 cente per acre for 
Zone 11 lands. CDF has maintained for some time that the 
‘t6e Ts too low and that the fee should be closer to the 
state-wide average of about 89 cents per acre for Zone t 
lands and 37 cents per acre for Zone 1? lands. BLM has 
studied the matter, but has not been able to make an accurate 
determination as to the fee, to a great extent because of the > 
manner tn which CDF's financial records are maintained. BLM 
also has other protection contracts with CDF, under a mutual 
aid type of program. Cooperation has been good generally 
under both types of contracts, but a revised and up to date 


contract would be desirable. 


Upon completion of fire planning now in progress, it is hoped 
this can be accomplished. 


Access Needs 
The California Department of Fish and Game is quite desirous 


that BLM institute a more aggressive policy toward securing 


public access to BLM areas having value for fish and wildlife 
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habitat and public fishing and hunting. The Department contends 
that many of these access problems can be resolved by Jand 
exchanges. Most of the areas needing public access also have 
value for general public uses such as rockhounding, open space 


enjoyment, etc., in addition to hunting and fishing. | 


BLM In California is developing a planned effort to solve these 
pressing access needs. Last October we obtained an access 
specialist in the State Office who is heading up the program. 
An inventory of access needs is being made, training sessions 
for District personnel are being held; procedures and guide- 
lines are being developed, and we are programming for necessary 
funds and personnel to acquire easements and other types of. 


access where needed... | 


Of particular interest to Fish and Game are the 25 areas 

totalling 816,000 acres which have in one manner or another 

been identified: and withdrawn for wildlife purposes among other 
uses. These withdrawals include 14 National Cooperative Land 

and) Wiidlife Management, Areas, totalling 813,775 acres, established 


by Secretarial Order. 


Fish and Game had requested that 59 additional areas, totalling 
about 5,327,400 acres, also be established as National Cooperative 
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hand and Wildlife Management Areas, but Department of the | 
clntertor advised that ‘eYasst fication for management under 


the Multiple Use Act would have the same effect. 


Fish and Game is watching with great interest the Bureau's 
efforts to obtain access to the large number of presently 
blocked public land areas, one of which is the Caliente 
N.C.L.W.L.M. Area. It has promised to assist in public 


support if condemnation becomes necessary. 


WATER DEVELOPMENT i MPACTS 
There are as many as 300 plus water development projects 
Statewide affecting public domain in various stages of planning. 
Such planning is being done by a myriad of local, state and 


federal agencies, which is a sizeable problem of coordinati on. 


The Federal Water Project Recreation Act, PL 89-72, focuses 
attention on the recreation aspect. BLM, working with the 
State, is attempting to define its role in the water recreation 


program development in areas having public lands. 


Emphasis is on public domain classified for multiple use manage- 
ment. BLM, other federal and state agencies are involved in 
constant realignment and reassessment of management programs 


directly related to impacts of each water project. This is a 
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particularly complex problem for BLM. Our assessment of these 
impacts on public land management is still incomplete. Goals 
and objectives of the various levels should be complemented 


by actions at other levels.

Comments from the National Forest Scene

In connection with the Redwood National Park proposal, there is a recent suggestion 
that National Forest timber lands in Del Norte County be used toward acquiring a 
Redwood National Park, A statement in the Congressional Record of March 23, 1967, 
proposed that the 14,000 acres of National Forest in the Redwood Purchase Unit be 
given to the Miller Operation in compensation for lands to be taken for the park. 


The purpose of such "payment in kind" would be to make the Miller Redwood Company 


on for its lands acquired for park purposes. 


This National Forest land now is managed for sustained yield timber production, If 


granted to the Miller Company, an annual cut of approximately 20 million feet of 
timber with a heavy percentage of redwood, would be removed from public sale by the 
Forest Service. Our records indicate that in the 10 odd years we have been selling 
timber from the Northern Redwood Purchase Unit lands, 37 different operators have 
bid on sale offerings, We know there are many companies in the. Del Norte area which 
do not own sufficient timber to support their operations and which, therefore, are

Naturally, we are greatly disturbed by this proposal, It would seem to benefit one 
timber using company at the expense of many, It would not increase the amount of 


Qian under sustained yield nor the volume of timber available for local industries. 
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It would reduce the amount of timber available to independent operators in the area, 
Present and future public use would be impaired. It could be a precedent, which if 
extended, would high grade the National Forests and, reduce their capacity to meet 
general public needs. It eventually could break up the National Forest system. We 
think a National Park for the purpose of preserving additional acreages of the 
monumental primevil redwoods, can be achieved without impairing the National 
-—_-Forests-or creating far reaching and destructive precedents... Secretary Freeman has 


expressed himself strongly in this regard. 
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
